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RIOT — WHEN 
WILL WE LEARN? 


LAST MONTH IN LEEDS came conformation of everything the 
BNP has been saying on race for years. Having different races 
living cheek by jowl with each other just doesn’t work. The latest 
riot in the Hyde Park area of Leeds comes just two years after the 
last one. In that riot, black youths rioted for three nights which 
resulted in widespread damage and the complete destruction of 
a local pub. Race riots in Britain are hardly new. Toxteth, 


Bradford, Croxteth, St. Pauls, Brixton, Southall, Handsworth and 
Tottenham have all gone up in flames on more than one occasion 


and people have been killed. 
The latest riot in Leeds was 


predictably blamed by the press on 
‘drug dealers’. No proof whatsoever 
was given to substantiate this 
allegation and the repeated claims 
that race was not a factor struck a 
false note. Investigations by BNP 
officials on the spot make it quite 
clear that race was indeed a factor. 
Hyde Park has in recent years been 
used by housing associations to re- 
house immigrants from the 
Chapeltown area of Leeds in the 
came way that housing associations 


are engaged in social engineering all 
over the country. . | 
What was clear though is that just 
as in the Tottenham riots of 1985, 
when PC Keith Blakelock was hacked 
to death, an ambush was set up 
involving the reckless: driving of a 
stolen Ford Escort by hooded 
‘youths’ luring a police patrol car 
into the Hyde Park area. The patrol 
car was then confronted by a burning 
barricade across the street and the 
Escort was abandoned with the three 
occupants running off. Fifty 


‘youths’ then pelted the police car 
with bricks and petrol bombs . More 
stones, rocks, bottles and petrol 
bombs rained down on police 
officers as they responded to the 
calls for help from their colleagues. 
A fire engine was also attacked. 

The driver of the first fire engine 
to the scene said: “We got within 20 
yards of a burning car in the middle 
of the road when a large boulder hit 
the windscreen and shattered it. After 
that, the police gave us an escort to 
deal with the other burning cars.” 
The mob then ran riot and petrol 
bombed more than 20 cars and 
damaged another 20. Bricks were 
thrown through residents windows. 

One 80-year-old woman, too 
frightened to give her name, heard 
bricks thrown through her 
neighbours windows, running feet, 
shouting and screaming and said 
that she felt terrified. 

As police in riot gear moved in to 
restore order they were confronted 
and repeatedly attacked by the fifty 
strong gang armed with petrol 
bombs, pick axe handles, bricks and 
baseball bats. 

No arrests were made during the 
riot, but police have since arrested 
six people. If the Bradford riot is 
anything to go by, there will be even 
fewer prosecutions. 

Britain has never by tradition been 
a multi-racial country.

Straw can 
start by sorting out this and 
similar nonsense. 

One of the BNP’s major 
election policy planks was 
crime. Like traditional 
Labour, the party also 
looks to other policy areas 
to impact on crime. Aside 
from simply banging away 
people for longer and 
putting more policemen 
_ | on the beat — all well and 
|. good in themselves, a 
greater emphasis on 
morals would go a long way 
towards eradicating crime. 
So too would a sound 
economy which would end 
unemployment and so take 
away temptation. Lastly, the 
party’s repatriation policy 
would also aid in the fight 
against crime since mixed 
up communities with no 
sense of common identity 
promotes anti-social 
behaviour. America is 
further on down the road 
in this respect and has 
1.6million in prison — an 
astonishing admission of 
social failure. Better yet, 
repatriation would 


: | immeasurably improve the 


quality of life not just for 
the British people, but also 
for Britain’s ethnic 
minorities who could 
return to a more congenial 
environment with money 
in their pockets to lands 
that cater exclusively for 
their cultural and religious 
needs. A happier outcome 
for all. 


YORKSHIRE WOMEN ASKED TO PAY TAXI 


FARES WITH SEX 


Kirklees Council was forced to act 
when West Yorkshire Police told 
them of repeated complaints about 
taxi drivers sexually harassing 
unaccompanied women passengers. 
The Council, which controls the taxi 
service — about 90% owned and 
operated by Asians — wrote a letter 
reprimanding all the drivers on its 
register for suggesting that ladies 
should pay their taxi fare by sexual 
favours instead of with money. 
White drivers, knowing who was 
responsible, were furious. 

The practice of drivers trying to 
fix liaisons with their female 
passengers has been common 
knowledge in the Dewsbury area for 
months, but embarrassed ladies were 
reluctant to be quoted. Only when 
white drivers passed copies of the 
Kirklees letter to Dewsbury BNP 
and to Two Towns Forum, a local 
white pressure group, could anything 
be done. 

Iwo Towns Forum wrote to the 
leader of Kirklees Council, who has 
never replied. Dewsbury BNP leaked 
the story to the media, with resulting 
wide coverage in local newspapers, 
ITN news, local radio and even the 
Yorkshire Post. Allthese have been 
careful not to apportion any blame 
for the harassment, but Yorkshire 


folk already know. The media quoted 
a taxi drivers’ spokesman, Anwar 
Hussein, whose only concern was 
that the Council’s letter went to 
drivers homes, with resulting 
domestic uproar. He made no 
mention of frightened women 
trapped in taxis, listening to their 
drivers’ filthy proposals. 

Kirklees response has been left to 
a Council employee — councillors 
keeping themselves well clear of an 
issue that could be racial dynamite, 
as all the incidents. reported to Two 
Towns Forum and to the BNP 
mentioned white women passengers 
confronted by Asian drivers. The 
Council, however, gave the game 
away when it said they had no idea 
of the scale of the problem, and 
scuttled into “no comment” when 
asked if the Council had neglected 
its duty by not warning the public. 
Council leader John Harman (Lab), 
ever vociferous when it comes to 
defending immigrantrights, has been 
noticeably quiet. 

White drivers, relishing the 
Council’s embarrassment, are 
keeping the BNP in touch with new 
developments. One rumour has it 
that police are privately advising 
women to use one of the few white 
companies operating.

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LABOUR CORRUPTION 


Labour councillors are corrupt. 
That’s the verdict of ombudsmen 
investigating Labour spending in 
Birmingham and Doncaster. In 
Birmingham, housing grants were 
given away as a form of political 


patronage and to buy political 


favours. The ombudsman found 
the council guilty of mal- 
administration. There are to be no 
criminal charges. 

In Doncaster, council officials had 
a permanent box atthe council owned 
race track, home of the St. Leger. 
Councillors queued up for free 
drinks which were served all 
afternoon on race days. An auditors 
report has led to 21 of the 27 credit 
cards issued to councillors in 
Doncaster to be withdrawn. As with 
Birmingham, there are to be no 
charges — except to taxpayers in 
the form of higher council taxes! 

Labour local authorities levy the 
highest council taxes in the country. 
One of the reasons is that taxes have 
to be high to service the huge debts 
these councils have built up. 
Birmingham and Manchester have 
debts of £1,200 million each, while 
Islington in London with debts of 
£867 million has the highest debt per 
head in the country at some £4,952 
per man woman and child. 

Atthe same time as councils across 
Britain have raised council taxes by 


Gordon Brown, Labour’s new 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has a 
tough job on his hands.

AIDS KILLS 1% MILLION 

The spread of AIDS is still on the 
increase. Last year, 11⁄2 million died 
but there were 3% million new 
infections showing the remorseless 
spread of AIDS will kill many more 
yet. The worst affected region is 
Black Africa where some countries 
have infection rates of 30 per cent. 


. But the disease is spreading fastest 


in South Asia where Indian infection 
could potentially overtake that of 
Africa. 

In the West, AIDS is still a mainly 
high risk disease characterised in 
America by haemophiliacs, drug 
users, homosexuals and non-whites. 
By and large, the disease has not 
touched the straight white 
community at all. One scare story 
used in Britain is that heterosexuals 
are now making up an increasing 
proportion of AIDS victims. This is 
alarming until one talks to health 
care professionals who confirm that 
this increase is almost entirely due to 
African men and women recently 
arrived in Britain from West Africa. 
Britain operates no medical screening 
procedures for immigrants, refugees 
or asylum seekers at all.

FRANCE 


The General Election held in France 
just several weeks after our own 
General Election saw the highest 
ever vote for the Front National 
with 15 percent ofthe poll making it 
the third largest political party in 
France. The FN’ sstrong showing in 
the first ballot under the French two- 
ballot system astonished observers 
who had hoped that the Front had 
gone away. 

The election was called by 
President Chirac on the advice of 
Prime Minister Juppé ten months 
early toenable the ruling RPR/UDF 
coalition to win a reduced majority 
now rather than to go down to defeat 
next year. In the event, Juppé 
miscalculated and the Socialist/ 
Communist coalition won easily. 

In the month running up to the 
election one commentator after

But when the votes were in, Le Pen’s 
Front National had increased its 
showing from 1993 by winning 3.8 
million votes for 14.94% of the poll 
ahead ofthe UDF which took 14.21% of 
the poll and less than 1% behind the 
RPR whichtook 15.7% ofthe poll. With 
the Socialists taking 23% to make them 
France’s biggest party, Le Pen’s FN is 
the third biggest party.

The return of excellence and of 
students being accepted on merit 
has been called a ‘tragedy’ by the 
New York Times because of falls of 
80 per cent in the numbers of black 
students studying law. Many are 
predicting the return of practically 
all-white universities as the sole 
selection criteria becomes one of 
merit. 
@ Still in America, the land that has 
legalised abortion on demand 
including the inhuman ‘partial birth 
abortion’, has reinstated a strict ban 
on aid to charities and health bodies 
which fund abortions in the third 
worldas partof family planning. The 
country that so aggressively 
promotes the abortion of its own 
children cannot, it seems, acquiesce 
in the abortion of those overseas in 
countries at the very centre of the 
world’s population explosion. This 
seeming illogicality of US policy 
only becomes clear when it is 
understood that Americans are no 
longer in control of their own 
country.

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THOUSANDS OF ENQUIRIES COME IN FROM ELECTION 


BNP Head Office has reported that 
more than 3,000 enquiries have 
resulted from the party’s election 
campaign. Party members have 
pitched in to compile the necessary 
information packs sent out to all 
the enquirers and such is the deluge 
that all other tasks have been put 
on hold. 

During the election, the BNP 
achieved all of its election goals: 
nearly sixty candidates were fielded 
qualifying the party for TV 
broadcasting time; more than 2% 
million election addresses in support 
of the candidates were delivered by 
the post office; and the party more 
than doubled its vote from 1992 to 
save its deposit in both East End 


target seats. The icing on the cake 
was the excellent election result in 
Dewsbury, West Yorkshire where 
the party trebled its vote from 1992 
to take more than 2,000 votes and 
save its deposit there too. 

The purpose was to make the 
party’s mark and stake a claim in the 
political landscape under the new 
Labour government. That has been 
achieved. The rumpus over the 
party’s election broadcast merely 
helped the BNP raise its profile and 
succeed in its task. Additionally and 
no less important is the huge 
incremental gain in strength that the 
party can expect from new enquirers 
becoming new members and 
activists as well as new subscribers 


to BN. Overall, the party can expect 
a significant increase in talents, 
finance, organisational ability and 
campaigning membership strength 
available to it. 

Head Office has only just begun to 
send local groups and branches 
details of the new enquiries because 
it has been overwhelmed with the 
essential task of getting the enquiry 
packs out in the first place. When 
the enquiries are sent out, all 
organisers should be under no 
illusions but that as many enquiries 
should be personally visited as © 
possible.
